State Senator H. R. Williams of 
Cassville, Republican majority 
floor leader in the Senate, said 
he favored legislation that would 
prevent strikes such as the Union 
Electric work stoppage. 

“No man has a right to strike 
against the public welfare,” Wil- 
liams said, “I will+*gladly join in 
the introduction of legislation to 
prevent cutting off of vital public 
utility services affecting the pub- 
lic welfare, by labor disputes. 

“I am against strikes where the 
public welfare is involved, and 
where needless suffering is 
caused.” 

Williams said he would favor 
also legislation that would 
labor organizations equally re- 
sponsible with management, and 
responsible for damage caused in 
strikes. 

For Serious Consideration. 

The Legislature should give 
serious consideration to legislation 
to prevent strikes such as the 
Union Electric walkout, without 
abridging the rights of labor, said 
Senator M. C. Matthes of Hills- 
boro, President Pro Tem of the 
Senate. 

“I am for organized labor and 
believe in it.” said Matthes. “But 
I cannot go along with wildcat 
strikes, especially when they tend 
to tie up public utility service.

72,828 Men Idle. 

The Solid Fuels Administration 
said that 272 Government-operat- 
ed soft coal mines employing 72,- 
828 men are idle today. It estimat- 
ed coal lost in producti6én for to- 
day at 463,487 tons, compared with 
170,000 tons lost due to idleness 
yesterday. 

The Government has been oper- 
ating 2600 mines since last spring's 
strike, 

The 72,828 men represent ap- 
proximately one-fifth of the min- 
ers employed in soft coal mines 
east of the Mississippi. These 
mines account for 86 per cent of 
the country’s output. 

The greatest shutdown reported 
is in District Eight — southern 
West Virginia, Eastern Kentucky, 
four counties in Virginia, and nine 
countiés in Tennessee.

On Rights and Duties of Labor 


s Letter to CIO 


ATLANTIC CITY, N., 
Nov. 19 (UP). 

EXT of President Truman's 
T sreeting to the CIO conven- 

tion: 

Dear Mr. Murray: 

I very much regret that I can- 
not join you in the eighth consti- 
tutional convention of the Cong- 
ress of Industrial Organizations. 
Officially you are a you organi- 
zation, But the CIO had its real 
beginnings in the long-held hopes 
and aspirations of many millions 
who sought a better life for them- 
selves and their families. 

Fundamentally the goals of this 
great organization concerned 
human dignity, human welfare 
and basic human rights. That is 
the true meaning of a labor move- 
ment. It has to do with food and 
shelter and the kind of chance 
that children will have in this 
world, 

Some years ago this nation be- 
gan to shake off the economic 
sleeping sickness which had para- 
lyzed its industries and its people. 
We did so with a firm determina- 
tion to give human rights first 
place in all of our undertakings. 
The great majority of us know 
that this demanded higher labor 
standards, increased security and 
wider opportunities for employ- 
ment, just as it demanded in-

discrimination, 

The resolution had been substi- 
tuted for an earlier one along the 
mame lines, which had been op- 
posed by Soviet Russia, Poland 
and several other countries which 
felt that it was pointed too much 
at central and eastern Europe. 

The new draft was supported by 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky, deputy Soviet 
foreign minister, who declared 
that he would have preferred a 
measure that named countries 
specifically and proposed concrete 
action, but added that he would 
vote for the resolution anyway. 


Security Council Election. 


Next, the Assembly elected 
lombia, Belgium and Syria to 
Security Council to fill three 
cancies which will occur at 
end of this year.

Too often in the past the terms 
of this contract were fixed by 
raw economic power which took 
no account of human values or 
human needs, Inevitably this lack 
of moral law had its economic 
counterpart—depression, Today we 
are seeking an economic balance, 
a social contract, which will in- 
sure full production and fair dis- 
tribution within the framework of 
a free society. 

That is a task which demands 
the hearty co-operation of indus- 
try, labor and a government dedi- 
cated to the common good. 


These are exciting and danger- 
ous times. For if the months 
ahead usher in a period of inac- 
tion or reaction, if we again put 
profits above people, we will jeop- 
ardize the very structure of our 
free society. If we write a social 
contract which violates the moral 
code or endangers the economic 
balance, we shall invite disaster. 
So in offering my greetings to the 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions, I urge all of its members to 
prove, as they did during the war, 
that their aims and purposes are 
the common property of all who 
labor. 

You have a place at the council 
table of democracy — proclaim 
again your resolve to safeguard 
and enhance the precious free- 
doms which you have - helped 
America win.

PORTER AGAINST 
GENERAL RENT 
HIKE, SAYS AID 


Reported to Have In- 
formed Realty Inter- 
ests That OPA Intends 
to Hold Present Line. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP) 
A high OPA official said today 
that Price Chief Paul Porter has 
taken a strong stand against any 
general rent ceiling increase at 
this time or any “basic change” in 
present standards for permitting 
rent adjustments. 

This official said Porter is 
“strongly opposed” to any such 
changes and has informed repre- 
sentatives of the real estate busi- 
ness that OPA intends to hold the 
present rent line. 

Porter advised the business 
spokesmen further, the official 
said, that any major changes will 
have to be made by Congress. 

Transient Rooms. 

It was disclosed that OPA Is 
considering a plan to take rent 
ceilings off transient hote] rooms 
and may act “very soon” if a 
workable definition of transient 
rooms can be established. Any 
such definition, this informant 
said, must provide for retention 
of rent ceilings on rooms held by 
permanent hotel guests, 

The official conceded that pres- 
ént OPA policy on rents could be 
reversed by the White House or 
by the head of a proposed new 
agency which will take over the 
functions of OPA, the. Civilian 
Production Administration and one 
or two smaller agencies, perhaps 
within the next week, 

At that time Porter is expected 
to step out as OPA head although 
Ivan Carson, present deputy ad- 
ministrator for rent, may head the 
rent control branch of the new 
agency. 

OPA is now conducting surveys 
on the entire rent program in or- 
der to submit to the new Congress 
factual data on which it may take 
whatever action it desires, 

15 Pct. Increase Sought. 

The real estate industry has pe- 
titioned OPA for a 15 per cent in- 
crease in all ceilings, rent decon- 
trol on all new dwelling units, and 
progressive decontrol of all rental 
dwellings when landlords offer 
leases carrying rent increases of 
not more than 15 per cent. 

Porter was represented as be- 
lieving that any horizontal in- 
crease by a fixed percentage 
would give assistance where it is 
least needed and would be of lit- 
tle help to the small property 
owner. Likewise, he was said to 
believe that a relaxation of ad- 
justment standards would lead 
into an “escalator” situation in 
which all rent would spiral up- 
ward, 

The informant said the problem 
of finding the right man to head 
the new CPA-OPA liquidating 
agency is one reason why its es- 
tablishment may be delayed until 
next week.

Landlords’ Meeting Disrupted by 
Reading of Wire from AVC, 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 19 
(UP)—The National Apartment 
Owners’ Association convention 
was disrupted today by the read- 
ing of an American Veterans’ 
Committee resolution protesting 
against a landlords’ “revolt” and 
comparing it with a threatened 
coal strike. 

“I guess you know that the AVC 
is Communistic!” ai § delegate 
shouted. 

George M. Engiar, president, 
quieted the clamor after several 
minutes. Then he told the dele- 
gates: 

"Tl don’t see anything Commu- 
nistic in that letter (AVC resolu- 
tion). What they say is true.” 

The AVC resolution had charged 
that striking landlords had “no 
less public responsibility than coal 
miners who strike against the 
Government.” 

The association voted approval 
of a $250,000 promotion campaign 
to break the rent control program 
and to improve landlord-tenant 
relationship. 
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Observers Note That 100 
Members Abstained 
From Vote of Confi- 
dence for Bevin. 


LONDON, Nov. 19 (AP) — Of- 
ficial lists disclosed today that 
160 Labor members of the House 


of Commons failed to take part 
in last night’s 353-to-0 vote of con- 
fidence in the government’s for- 
eign policy. 

Allowing for those who were iI 
or otherwise unable to be in the 
House of Commons—despite the 
urgent summons from the Govern- 
ment to all its supporters—more 
than 100 Laborites’ must have ab 
stained when Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin’s policies were put 
to a vote of confidence. 

“This is a disturbingly high pro- 
portion for the Government,” said 
the British Press Association, 
noting that 230 Laborites voted 
for the Government along with 
104 Conservatives, seven Liberals 
and 12 members of minor parties. 
While Government supporters 
said the 353-to-0 vote was a strik- 
ing demonstration to the world 
that Britain backs its foreign sec- 
retary, critics pointed to the ab- 
stentions as evidence that the 
Labor party policy split is far 
from healed, 

“One danger which it is impos- 
sible for the Government to over- 
look,” said the press association, 
“is that this revolt may recur. 
There never has been anything to 
justify predictions that it was all 
fizzling out,” 

Commenting on yesterday's de- 
bate as well as the vote, the Lon- 
don Evening News said: 
“American sentiment has been 
exasperated by a series of embit- 
tered attacks on American policy 
and motives. A lever has been 
handed to all those who want to 
split and destroy British national! 
unity.” 

The leadership of the Labor 
party was faced with the problem 
of what to do about thé 50 or more 
Laborite “rebels” who are more o1 
less openly aligned in a bloc call. 
ing for revision of British foreign 
policy and who touched off yeater- 
day's debate in the House of Com.- 
mons. 

There appeared to be at least 
three possibilities for the party 
leadership: Read the _ dissidents 
out of the party, take some lesser 
disciplinary action or do nothing 
and ignore the whole thing.

Imitations for the Better

Eleven jovial gentlemen, selected 

their “whisky-drinking pro- 
'clivities” from-a list of 50 eager 
| volunteers, addressed themselves 
today to the pleasant task of test- 
ling Scotch whiskies and imita- 
tion Scotches for the edification of 
‘the Better Business Bureau at the 
Missouri Athletic Club. 

Before they began taking nips 
‘from 11 numbered bottles, Harry 
W. Riehl, general manager of the 
Better Business Bureau, explained 
that many complaints had been 
received from the public about 
“so-called Scotch-type whiskies, 
imitation Scotch, Scotch liqueurs, 
Highland liqueurs and an ‘imita- 
tion Scotch type’ whisky.” The 
bureau wanted to find out in this 
and subsequent tests whether the 
samples being .examined were 
“reasonable imitations” of the 
genuine article, Riehl said. 


After sampling one bottle, a 
middle-aged man remarked, “Ugh 
—what a job this is.” Another 
smacked his lips expertly and 
marked his ballot when he tasted 
a good sample. “This is pleasant 
work in lots of ways,” a @gray- 
haired man remarked. “George, 
how would you like to do this asa 
reguiar occupation?” another 
asked a friend. 

“IT marked that one ‘an atomic 
bomb,’” another tester said, After 
his fifth drink, another said: “It’s 
beginning to tell.” Then he turned 
to a companion to ask, “Are you 
cured, Bob? Some of this stuff is 
terrific.” 

A bespectacled plump man said 
to reporters as he wiped his shot 
glass: “I don’t drink whisky—I'm 
a beer drinker myself.” 

The testers were supposed mere- 
ly to sample the whiskies, not 
drink them. However, all admit- 
ted it was necessary to swallow “a

test, some began to aim rather 
poorly at the bucket near the bar 
into which tasted samples were 
supposed to go. 

The only accident in the half- 
hour period occurred when a wait- 
er, setting a table, bumped into 
another waiter and spilled -some 
crackers.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
“A congressional investigation of 
the veterans’ housing program, to 
determine whether Government 
eontrols impede rather than spur 
new building, today was made the 
first business for the House Bank- 
ing Committee in January, 

Senator.Homer Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, was appointed chairman 
of a Senate war investigating sub- 
committee yesterday to investigate 
the housing shortage. Committee 
Chairman Harley M. Kilgore 
.({Dem.), West Virginia, said one 
of the first subjects would be the 


current disputes over disposition 
of the Chrysler-Dodge plant at 
Chicago. 

Representative Wolcott, Michi- 
gan Republican who succeeds Rep- 
resentative Spence (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, as chairman of the House 
committee, told reporters a quick 
inquiry would aim at uncovering 
the “basic faults” of the housing 
program with a view to remedial] 
legislation. 

Describing the program as “out- 
rageousiy bad,” Wolcott 
“there is little time to lose. The 
investigation must be the first or- 
der of business for the commit- 
tee.” 

The veterans’ housing program, 
passed by Congress last spring at 
the request of President Truman, 
was designed to provide almost 3,- 
600.000 houses for veterans in two 
years It includes priorities on 
materials for veterans and $400,- 
000,000 in subsidies to increase pro- 
duction of scarce building mate- 
rials, 

Comparison With 1941. 

“There have been so many 
rumors about the housing program 
that they are crying for an inves- 
tigation,” Wolcott said. “I've heard 
that only about 350,000 homes have 
been completed—and I stress the 
word completed—under the pro- 
gram administered by Wilson 
Wyatt (housing administrator). 

“In 1941, the last year of com- 
parative free enterprise, we built 
~715,000 housing units in this coun- 
trv. If that 350.000 figure for the 
“program under government con- 
trols is only half true, then the 
program is bogged down.” 

Wolcott expects the investiga- 
tion to take no more than a week, 
and that individual committee 
members will make independent 
inquiries between now and the 
convening of Congress. 

‘ War Plant Dispute. 

Preston Tucker said yesterday 
he had been questioned by rep- 
resentatives of two Congressional 
committees about the struggle be- 
tween his new automobile concern 
and a housing prefabricator for 
use of the Chrysler-Dodge war 
plant at Chicago. The committeer 
are the Kilgore committee and the 
House committee to investigate 
disposal of surplus property. 

Tucker told reporters one of the 
eommittees “has uncovered some- 
thing I'm not at liberty to talk 
“about.” He renewed his insistence 
‘that the Tucker corporation should 
have use of the plant to produce 
automobiles under a lease from the 
War Assets Administration. Hous- 
ing Expediter Wyatt has directed 
WAA to lease the plant to the 
Lustron Corp. to turn out metal 
assembly-line houses. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported today that construction 
activity continued to decline in 
October with expenditures drop- 
ping $32,000,000 under September. 
It estimated in a preliminary re- 
port that $1,215,000,000 was spent 
in October on all types of con- 
struction, including building re- 
pairs, and that it employed 2,-

Labor attorneys said Lewis 
probably would challenge Judge 
Goldsborough’s order as a viola- 
tion of the Norris-LaGuurdia Act, 
which outlaws use of the injunc- 
tion to prevent strikes. 

The Government, however, con- 
tends that the Norris-LaGuardia 
Act does not apply in the present 
controversy because “the sover- 
eign’—the Government—‘“can at 
no time be held to be engaged in 
a labor dispute with private 
persons.” 

Judge Goldsborough set Nov. 27 
for a hearing on the Government 
petition for a permanent injunc- 
tion. 

Lewis served the contract termi- 
nation notice last Friday on Sec- 
retary of Interior J. A. Krug after 
rejecting Krug's plan for union 
negotiations with mine owners. 
Krug and Lewis negotiated the 
present Government wage con- 
tract last May after the Govern- 
ment seized the mines. 

Judge Goldsborough’'s order and 
the Government's petition for it 
admitted that the UMW does not 
“call” strikes. Both recognized 
that ft was the traditional practice 
of the miners not to work without 
a contract. But the Government 
petition said the notice was “in 
fact and in effect a call to strike.” 


Government's Stand. 

The Government based its case 
on the charge that Lewis's ter- 
mination notice was unlawful be- 
cause: 

1. It violated the Government 
contract, which it said ran as 
long as the Government op- 
erated the mines regardless of 
Lewis's claim that he could ter- 
minate it. 

2. It violated the Smith-Con- 
nally Act by instigating a strike 
in Government-seized mines. 

3. It interfered with the “sov- 
ereign functions of the Govern- 
ment.” 

Persons convicted of violating 
the Smith-Connally law are sub- 
ject to a maximum penalty of one 
year imprisonment and a $6000 
fine. 

Attorney General Clark signalled 
his strategy when applying for the 
court order. He cited the famous 
case of Eugene V. Debs, who led 
the Chicago Pullman astrike in 
1894 and was sent to jail for six 
months for contempt of court in 
violating an anti-strike injunction. 

Government's Problem, 

A Government victory in the 
legal fight with Lewis would not 
assure peace in the coal fields, 
however, unless the UMW presi- 
dent surrendered completely. 

After using its legal weapons, 
the administration had no solution 
for the basic contract dispute be- 
tween the union and the Govern- 
ment or between the union and 
the mine owners. Until that dis- 
pute is settled, unrest can be ex- 
pected in the coal fields.

William Clark, 915 North Charles 
street, Belleville, and Hurley 
Bates, 221A North Sixth street, 
East St. Louis, remained in the 
hospital but were not in serious 
condition, physicians said. 

James Smith, 819 North Nine- 
teenth street, East St. Louis, and 
John Riddle, Negro, 1932 McCas- 
land avenue, East St. Louis, were 
released after treatment. 

About 30 workers were in the 
zinc company plant when the 
fumes began drifting across the 
street at 12:45 a.m. The plant was 
cleared while firemen and police- 
men wearing inhalators ventilated 
the building. 

A spokesman for the Monsanto 
Chemical Co. said equipment used 
to manufacture sulphuric acid was 
being put back into service after 
cleaning when a leak déveloped.

ONE CONVICTED IN 
COLUMBIA, TENN 


Five-Year Term for Youth 
Found Guilty of Trying 
to Kill Highway Patrol- 
man. 


COLUMBIA, Tenn., Nov. 19 (AP) 
~One Negro was convicted and 
another found not guilty last night 
of charges of attempt to commit 
murder in connection with a racial 
disturbance here last February. 

Loyd Kennedy, 21 years old, was 
mentenced to not more than five 
years’ imprisonment after a Cir- 
cuit Court jury convicted him of 
assault with intent to commit 
murder. 

William A. Pillow, 38, was ac- 
quitted., 

After the jury’s verdict, defense 
counsel filed a motion for a new 
trial for Kennedy, and hearing 
was set for Dec. 6. 

The men were charged with 
shooting a state highway patrol- 
man here on Feb. 26 when police 
raided the Mink Slide Negro sec- 
tion after racial disturbances the 
day before. 

Two Columbia business men tes- 
tified of Pillow’s good reputation. 
Julius Blair, a Negro acquitted 
with 22 others in a trial at Law- 
renceburg growing out of the ra- 
cial disorders, testified in behalf 
of the character of both defend- 
ants. Two others were convicted 
at Lawrenceburg, and later 
granted new trials. 

The jury, made up largely of 
Columbia business men, delib- 
erated one hour and 20 minutes.

performers in profit-making. The 
chemical industry earned a profit 
of 400,000,000 crowns; textile, 283,- 
000,000; glass, 100,000,000; - wood- 
working 29,000,000, and paper, 83,- 
000,000. 

In all, 2200 enterprises have 
been nationalized, While they con- 
stitute anly one-fifth of all manu- 
facturing concerns, they employ 
60 per cent of the workers. Small 
and medium-sized industries have 
been left largely in private owner- 
ship. 

Wreckage Is Cited. 


In explaining the heavy deficit 
in the metal-working industries, 
reports emphasize the abnormali- 
ties which the new administra- 
tion faced on the conclusion of 
the war, chief of which were the 
war wreckage resulting from air 
raids, lack of raw materials and a 
droy in workers’ morale. 

Skoda alone spent 100,000,000 
crowns in wages for the removal 
of rubble to clear its grounds for 
reconstruction. Expulsion of the 
Germans, of whom 800,000 were 
employed in industry and mining, 
and inadequate prices for the 
products of heavy industry were 
additional causes, 

While prices were only doubled, 


wages have been trebled, Meas- 
ures are now contemplated to 
eliminate the discrepancy. 

Reports indicate that produc- 
tion is rising continually, having 
already attained 7 per cent of the 
figure in 1937, which witnessed 
the highest output the First Re- 
public had ever known. In some 
instances, as in the manufacture 
of motorcycles and electric motors, 
prewar levels have been attained, 
and in a few, notably in the manu- 
facture of locomotives and railway 
coaches, old records have been 
broken, 

Labor Productivity Rising. 

The productivity of labor is 
likewise continually on the up- 
grade. A year ago it was between 
50 and 60 per cent of the prewar 
average. Now it is 80 per cent of 
prewar standards, 

The Zlin industries are making 
particularly rapid progress, Al- 
though a four-minute American 
air raid in November 1944 de- 
stroyed. seven five-story shoe fac- 
tories and one 10-story warehouse, 
two new five-story shoe shops 
have been completed, and the 
weekly output is now 560,000 pairs, 
instead of prewar 1,000,000, 

Attempts to effect a business 
reconciliation between Zlin and 
the Bata industries outside Czecho- 
slovakia have failed. Zlin, there- 
fore, is proceeding to do its own 
exporting of shoes and importing 
of raw materials.

A Veteran Censures Bradley 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Gen. Omar Bradley's recent interview, 
in which he charged an unnamed Amer- 
ican college with being “communistic” 
and explained that the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration cannot withdraw ita education- 
al program from this school because the 
schoo] has state approval, seems to me 
to have some distressing implications. 

I have admired the General's attempt 
to clean up the mess he inherited in tak- 
ing over administration of VA, but in 
this interview I feel he has acted with- 
out too much propriety. 

Haven't we had enough of this omi- 
nous hinting? Why cannot the General 
lay his cards on the table and state the 
name of this offending institution? We 
wonder what he means by “communistic.” 
Does thie indicate the presence of two 
or three party members or sympathizers 
on the faculty or does it mean the party 
is financing and administering the Instl- 
tution and the entire curriculum—mathe- 
matica to Chaucer—is being geared to’ 
present a Communist viewpoint? And 
how has the General obtained his in- 
formation” This last question is the real 
orux of the entire matter. 

I remember an elderly prosperous gen- 
tleman who assured me that Charles 
Beard was a dangerous Communist and 
that his book, “America in Mid-Passage,” 
should be banned as Russian propagan- 
da. 

I wonder if Gen. Bradley has been 
talking to this type of man, one full of 
“pudding, porridge, and profit.” 

The implication of Gen. Bradley's in- 
terview, ax I get it, is that the Veterans’ 
Administration should be given the right 
to blacklist such an institution from the 
GI educational program. This means 
that Gen. Bradley should be given the 
right. It further means that one man 
would wield a terrible weapon over 
academic freedom in America, This one 
man would possess near-dictatorial pow- 
ers. 

In many American colleges more than 
50 per cent of the students are veterans. 


In our own Washington University there — 


are over 6000 veterans, more than the 
school’s total prewar enrollment. This 
gives some idea of the potency of the 
weapon Gen. Bradley hints he would like 
handed to him. 

As a student veteran I would deplore 
deeply the granting of such a power to 
the Veterans’ Adminiatration. It might 
well be the signal for a witch hunt that 
would reduce academic freedom in Amer- 
ica to a shambles comparable to that 
which existed in Germany and Italy, It 
most certainly is not the way to fight 
Communism, In the end it would breed 
Communism Someone should have a 
long talk with Gen, Bradley.

“This Our Caesar” 


When John Lewis turns on his purple, perfer- 
vid oratory to make it appear that the coal 
miners are being crucified by industry and dou- 
ble-crossed at the White House, he deceives no 
one—not even himself. He is simply a man out 
to get for himself and his particular constituents 
as big a slice of the national income as he cari 
possibly contrive, and he gives not a rap for 
the rest of the public. 

To this extent he is no different from certain 
uncurbed and unreconstructed industrialists, and 
he should not be treated with any greater ten- 
derness or concern. Any group, in capital or 
labor, which goes all out for its own profit and 
says, “The public be damned,” must be brought 
to terms, 

No one is trying to force anything down the 
miners’ throats. President Truman = simply 
asked Lewis to agree to a 60-day extension of 
Government operation of the mines while the 
miners and the operators came together to bar- 
gain on the issues that are keeping them apart. 
This Lewis flatly refused. 

He has come a long way from that day in 
1922 when he castigated the operators because 
they would not agree to meet him to confer on 
wages, “The mine workers,” he said, “are re- 
solved not to be driven back to the mines by a 
threat of force and neither do they intend to 
return until the coal operators of the country are 
required to meet them in joint conference in 
order that a new wage scale may be negotiated.” 

Now it is Lewis who will not consent to a 
joint conference although respectfully requested 
to do so by a friendly President in the White 
House. To use one of Mr, Lewis's own favorite 
quotations, “Upon what meat doth this our 
Caesar feed, that he is grown so great?” 

He has become prosperous and powerful 
through the public conviction, as expressed in 
the measures of the New Deal, that labor must 
enjoy the right of collective bargaining, must re- 
ceive a fair wage, must negotiate as an equal 
with the employer. Now he shows his gratitude 
by turning his power against the public and 
the Administration to which he owes much, 

How much is shown in a survey by Editorial 
Research Reports, reprinted under the cartoon 
on this page. This survey shows the average 
hourly wages of the United Mine Workers have 
increased nearly 200 per cent since 1933 and 60 
per cent since 1939. In addition the miners 
have been awarded “portal-to-portal time,” vaca- 
tion pay, improved safety conditions and a 
5-cent-a-ton royalty on all coal mined to estab- 
lish a welfare fund, 

No other large industrial group has made such 
a broad advance in such a brief period, Less 
than half the industrial workers of the country 
have received a wage increase of any kind since 
V-J Day, but the coal miners have received two 
increases. 

The last, granted only six months ago, gave 
the miners a raise of $1.85 a day and the 35- 
hour .week. When Lewis speaks of the hard- 
ships of a 54-hour week, he is guilty of distor- 
tion. The contract permits overtime up to a 
total of 54 hours, but there is time and a half 
for overtime and double time for holidays, The 
average work week of the miners has been less 
than 43 hours. They do not want to work more, 
because at less than 43 hours their average 
weekly earnings are $62.37. 

In the face of these remarkable gains, it is 
unthinkable that John L. Lewis should want to 
speed inflation. by paralyzing production with 
another round of strikes. 

If he does so, he will betray the cause of labor, 
which is now called upon, as it has not been 
called upon in 14 years, to show an attitude of 
sober responsibility, If Lewis persists in his 
high-handed course, it will cost labor dearly at 
the hands of a Congress elected partly in public 
revulsion against labor’s excesses. 

The injunction issued in Washington yesterday 
with a design to keep the miners at work may 
not succeed, as a mere sweeping injunction 
against the U.M.W. did not succeed in 1919, But 
as the most forceful possible expression of 
presidential sentiment, it will not be wasted. 

President Truman has other weapons at his 
command, and the greatest of them is a public 
opinion united in the conviction that in indus- 
tries vitally affecting the public welfare the un- 
qualified right to strike does not, and cannot, 
exist. Even so headstrong a man as John Lewis 
cannot long throw himself in the face of an 
aroused and imperative public opinion,

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New Trials in Germany 

American authorities in Germany are going 
ahead with the trial of additional war criminals. 
Twenty-three Nazi doctors, who are accused of 
cruelty to concentration camp inmates, will con- 
front an all-American court Dec. 5. Former 
Field Marshal Erhardt Milch, onetime deputy 
chief of the Nazi Luftwaffe, will be tried on 
charges of murder and mistreatment of slave 
laborers as human guinea pigs in wartime avia- 
tion experiments. 

Still others are coming up in the American 
zone, and the prospect is that the industrialists 
will not be overlooked, Since many of them 
were plotting aggressive War, as a means to 
German world conquest, before Hitler's rise to 
power, it is a duty of future proceedings in the 
American zone to repair the omission of in- 
dustrialists from the dock at, Nuernberg. 

In this connection, President Truman has done 
the right thing in indorsing Francis Biddle’s 
proposal that UN formulate a set of international 
criminal laws for the prosecution of persons 
who wage aggressive war. As the President said, 
war is not outlawed by such pronouncements but 
men do “learn a little better to detest it when 
it is branded as criminal.” 

Uncounted Americans will hope to see the 
President follow his approval of Judge Biddle's 


v 


proposal with a similar indorsement of Justice 
Jackson's recommendation for trial of the Nazi 
war industrialists. There is still plenty of cause 
to make them pay for their crimes against 


humanity. 
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Unprotected Americans 

The weaknesses in the federal civil-liberties 
statutes which Assistant Attorney General 
Caudle points out, in a dispatch to this news- 
paper by Selden Menefee, pose a challenge to 
the Eightieth Congress. The Attorney General's 
office means to report fully to Congress on why 
stronger laws are needed, and make specific 
recommendations. How badly is this legislation 
needed? 

Since it was established six years ago, the 
Civil Rights Division of the Justice Department 
has received 65,000 complaints of violations of 
civil rights. So limited are the federal powers 
that 53,000 of these cases could not by any 
stretch of the legal imagination come within the 
Department's range. 

The Department can lineata in cases of 
election frauds, police brutality and peonage, but 


its authority to prosecute in lynching cases is ' 


so weak that according to Cabell Phillips of the 
New York Times there has never been a suc- 
cessful federal prosecution, 

The Attorney General can go after lynchers 
on a charge of conspiracy—always a very diffi- 
cult charge to prove—or it can act if there was 
a state official in the mob. Of the latter “ex- 
traordinary technicality” Richard L. Strout 
writes in the Christian Science Monitor: 

That is about as sensible as saying that if 
the culprit did his murder wearing a green 
tie, the Government may intervene, but not 
if he wore a red tie or no tie at all. 

As things stand, citizens are unprotected 
against mob violence if the states they live in 
choose not to give them protection. Their 
United States citizenship is no protection to 
them. It is a queerly inverted conception of 
“states’ rights” that has preserved this archaism 
in free twentieth century America. 

The states have no right in justice or in com- 
mon decency to deprive any citizens of their civil 
liberties, and the federal law’ enforcement 
authorities should not be required to stand idly 
by and see civil rights violated with impunity, 
Here is responsibility of first importance for the 
Eightieth Congress. 
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Gen. Bradley Out of Channels 


A former member of the armed forces calls 
Gen, Bradley up on the carpet in the letter 
column today. He doesn’t like the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministrator’s statement that he would like to 
withdraw VA financial aid from several schools 
because he objects to their teaching policies. 

We don’t like it, elther. Generally, we have 
approved the former combat commander's con- 
duct of the VA, but the conclusion is inescapable 
that he has slipped here, What school does Gen, 
Bradley object to because “it is Communistic’’? 
What other schools does he have on his private 
black list? What does he have a black list for, 
anyway? 

If the General has any information the public 
should know let him make a full statement and 
he can rest assured the press will readily print 
it. But he should be careful to distinguish be- 
tween teaching about Communism and the teach- 
ing of Communism—between exposition and ad- 
vocacy, 

The post of Veterans’ Administrator does not 
set Gen. Bradley up as a censor of curriculums 
in all the schools, colleges and universities which 
are teaching veterans, And he will know it after 
he has read his mail of the next few days. 
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The Obligation Remains 

Disinclination of the House Campaign Expen- 
ditures Committee to take action in the Kansas 
City primary vote fraud case does not in any 
way lessen the obligation on the Department 
of Justice. An election can be crooked without 
the expenditure of excessive funds. Conversely, 
an excessive amount of money can be spent 
without producing any irregularities in the poll- 
ing places on election day. 

Moreover, the job of the Federal investigators 
Is not in any way reduced by the fact that the 
Republican nominee for Representative in Con- 
gress, Albert L, Reeves Jr., defeated Enos A, 
Axtell, Democratic victor over Representative 
Slaughter in the primary. If there were frauds 
last August why there were frauds last August, 
If there weren't any then there weren't any.

Probably no other group has made such great wage advances under 
New Deal as coal workers, survey states; hourly wages tripled since 
1933, counting overtime; union has won welfare fund, vacation pay 
and other benefits; danger seen of coal being “priced out of market.” 


From Editorial Research Reports 


Probably no other large group of work- 
ers has made so great advances in-wage 
rates since 1933 as the bituminous coal 
miners, But probably no other group was 
so poorly paid for skilled and arduous work 
back in 1933, 


In 1933, although the union remained 
powerful in the anthracite*industry, it had 
all but disintegrated in bituminous mining 
as a result of losing the strike of 1927-29. 
Then Section 7-a of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act, later to become the basis of 
the Wagner Labor Relations Act, guaran- 
teed the rights of organization and of col- 
lective bargaining, and United Mine Work- 
ers’ organizers performed prodigiously in 
organizing the bituminous mines again. 
Since 1933 strikes and wage increases have 
been as follows: 

1933—Strike in the “captive” mines, 
owned largely by steel companies. Aver- 
ago hourly wages in bituminous coal were 
50 cents an hour, the average work week 
was 29 hours, for average earnings of 
$14.47 a week, 

1935-—A_ general walkout lasting 10 days, 
Yearly averages: 74% cents an hour, 26% 
hours a week, earning of $19.58 a week. 


Four Strikes in 1943 


1939—Strike of 40 days achieved uniloni- 
zation of most mines in Appalachian area 
and of some in the South. Averages for 
year: 88% cents an hour, 27 hours a week, 
earnings of $23.88 a week, 


1941—-Strike of 22 days achieved wage 
increase in Northern mines. The Defense 
Mediation Board abolished wage differen- 
tial in Southern mines, Strike of some 
months in captive mines; award of closed 
shop in those mines by presidential com- 
mission, Result: 99 cénts an hour, 31 hours 
a week, $30.46 a week. 

1943—-Strike during four separate periods 
between May and November. Government 
seizure of the mines for a time: wages in- 
creased to $1.14 an hour, 36'% hours a week, 
$41.58 a week, 

1945—Walkout of supervisory employees 
in the fall had practical effect of shutting 
down many mines, (Some had been shut 
down for the same reason in certain locali- 
ties in latter half of 1944.) Average wages 
December, 1945: $1.28 an hour, 45% hours 
a week, $58.20 a week. 

1946—Strike called on April 1, “Dim-out” 
in 22 states, freight embargo, trucks or- 
dered to carry only essentials, reduction in 
rail passenger service, Resumption of work 
ordered for two weeks beginning May 13, 
largely ineffective, Government seizes 
mines, May 21. Truce ends May 27. 


Welfare, Medical Grants 


May 20, contract signed with Secretary 
of Interior Krug, and work resumed. Mines 
to operate nine hours a day as heretofore, 
with overtime after seven hours, and five- 
day week. Wage increase estimated to be 
about 17 per cent. One hundred dollars 
vacation pay. Welfare fund, of perhaps 
$25,000,000 a year, to be financed by levy of 
five cents on each ton of coal mined and 
administered by three trustees, one from 
union, one appointed by Secretary Krug, 
one selected by other two. Existing medi- 
cal fund, financed by pay deductions, to be 
administered by union. Federal safety code 
to be issued and enforced. NLRB to rule 
on unionization of supervisory employes. 

June-August —- OPA grants price in- 
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creases on bituminous totaling 58% cents a 
ton. Wages in August: $1.46% an hour, 
42% hours a week, $62.37 a week. 

Some of the coal operators have warned 
that if the price of coal goes too high, as 
a result of new wage concessions to the 
United Mine Workers, coal may price itself 
out of the market, John L. Lewis himself 
is aware of the threat from substitute 
sources of heat and energy. 

The United Mine Workers’ Union opposes 
conversion of the Government-owned pipe 
lines so as to carry natural gas, and also 
the development of new sources of public 
hydro-electric power. One reason given by 
the miners’ union for opposing the re- 
election of Senator Kilgore of West Vir- 
ginija was that he had favored the St. 
Lawrence waterway-power project. 


Consumers Convert to Oil 


The miners remember, or ought to re- 
member, what happened to the anthracite 
market when household consumers turned 
to other fuels during and after the eight- 
month strike of 1925-26. In the period from 
1921 to 1925, the average annual production 
of anthracite had been 77,648,000 tons. In 
the period between 19386 and 1940, the aver- 
age annual production was 51,093,000 tons 
a reduction of almost one third. In 1919 
the number of anthracite miners was 147,- 


372, In 1941 it was 82,000, 


Prior to the strike of 1925-26, the demand 
had usually been adequate to absorb. all 
anthracite produced. By 1930 the usual 
condition was one of over-supply. 


When the strike of 1925-26 made anthra- 
cite scarce, many domestic users became 
aware for the first time of the oil-burners 
that were beginning to come on the market 
in improved form. They had been made 
practically foolproof, They were still a 
little more expensive than comparable coal- 
burning equipment, and fuel oll per unit of 
heat astill cost more than anthracite, but 
convenience outweighed cost factors for 
thousands of families. These didn't know 
when another strike would make anthra- 
cite scarce again, 


Natural Gas Also a Threat 


Producers of oil-burners took the occa- 
sion to launch an effective publicity cam- 
paign for their product. In 1928, 60 per 
cent more- fuel oil] was used in household 
heating than in 1926. Anthracite began to 
feel competition from manufactured gas 
as well as from fuel oil. Manufactured gas 
also was a little more expensive than 
anthracite, but it was clean and efficient-- 
and could be counted on. 

John D, Battle, secretary of the National 
Coal Association, denied, Nov. 5, the con- 
tention of the United Mine Workers that 
the Government could grant further con- 
cessions to the miners without increases 
in the price of coal, 

"Mr. Lewis is going to price his boys 
right out on the street,” he said. “The gas 
and oil people are stepping in and taking 
whatever business they want.”

Voodoo and other ancient superstitions 
fill a central part in the lives of Haiti's 
Negroes, especially those residing in the 
hills, They are simple people, taunted by 
the fear of failure to propitiate the spirits. 
They believe in the Christian deity, but 
they tremble at the thought of alienating 
a family or racial god. 


On the basis of this creed of supersti- 
tions, the brothers Marcelin have written 
a charming, yet powerful and tragic novel. 
It concerns the story of. Morin Dutillewl, 
a mulatto merchant whose hypocrisy catch- 
es up with him often engqugh to torment 
his psyche, although he himself is not su- 
perstitious. Dutilleul after longing for a 
life in the country moves there, crosses the 
local gods and leads a life of terror which 
ultimately causes his demise. 

The characters are naive folk, clear cart- 
catures of the Haitian hill people. The 
writing is sensitive and in translation the 
language loses none of its vividness. It is 
not a profound novel, but one which makes 
the most of elemental materials: fear, legend, 
love and death. It's a delightful hour's 
reading.

Two Individualists

NEW YORK, Nov. 19. 
HE Kraft Music Hall, one of the oldest in- 
stitutions in radio, has gone through a lot of 
changes since I've been listening to a radio. 
For many years the name stood for Paul 
Whiteman. Then for nine years, it wag synony- 
~ mous with Bing 
Crosby. Since last 
spring, when Cros- 
by stepped out, the 
Music Hall has had 
to struggle along 
with Eddy Duchin 
and Edward Ever- 
ett Horton, two 
lesser stars, whose 
combined candle- 
power was meant 
to equal that of 
either one of their 
mighty predeces- 
sors. They don’t 
| quite make it, but 
we they do pretty well, 
EDWARD EVERETT HORTON “The magic fin- 
gers of Eddy Duchin” ought to be recognizable 
by almost any radio listener by now: Duchin 
picks around a piano like a kitten playing with 
a ball of twine. It's a delicate, frivolous, and 
rather glib style of piano playing that used to 
send collegiarns of another generation into rap- 
tures, though I never quite understood why. 
Today's collegians swoon over a harder, brighter 
type of piano thumping while Duchin, the indl- 
vidualist, goes his own way, playing the old num- 
bers like “I'll Get By,” “I Can't Give You Any- 
thing But Love” and “Easy to Love” in the old 
detached and delicate way.

AS FOR HORTON, he is an individualist, too. 
There was a time when he was one of the most 
eure-footed comedians on the stage. (In many 
ways he etill is.) Then he took his talents into 
the movies and here he is on the radio. Some- 
where along the line, Horton's style triumphed 
over Horton's personality until today he is an 
exercias in almost pure technique like the disem- 
bodied smile of the Cheshire Cat. Radio is just 
the place for him, 
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As an example of the comedy you are likely 
to find on the Music Hall these days, I pass along 
without comment the following specimens: 

“A part of me remains in Brooklyn. I had my 
toneils removed there.” 
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“JUST THINK, F-dward Everett Horton in the 
fies! “I never go anywhere without it.” 


Say one word and you die!"—‘“Shellac. It’s a 
nice finish.” Le 

“Imagine an appendectomy set to music by 
Eddy Duchin.”"—"“Why not? 1 love to play at 
openings.” 

When this by-play runs thin, there is usually a 
guest star lurking in the wings to do imitations 
of Tionald Colman Also, to help out in the musi- 
cal line, you get Milena Miller, who has a husky, 
throbbing, ghostiike voice that goes rather well 
with Duchin's light-fingered piano playing. All 
in all, it's a pleasant half hour if the comedy 
doesn't irritate you too much. But, of course, it 
ien't like the old days. 
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Ir VOU'RE ITOOKING for something a little 
different from the run-of-the-mill musical shows, 
you might look into “Strictly From Dixie,” on 
Thureday nights, a half hour of pure unabashed 
corn—erouthern corn, that is. The program origi- 
nates in Nashville and is as southern as fried 
yams. The musical number include such things 
as ‘Reale Street Blues,” “Southern Fried,” “Dixie- 
land Band.” and “In the Evening by the Moon- 
licht.”. The talent includes Owen Bradley's or- 
chestra, which sounds like the sort of band you 
used to hear at college proms; a quartet called 
the Old Hickory Singers, a tenor named Fred 
Walle: and something called the Southern 
Serenaders—all of them with accents as thick as 
hone’, 

A biack face team called “Jam Up and Honey” 
dispense comedy right out of their minstrel show 
past.

ITH fats arid olls scarce and 
W setting at exorbitant prices, 

it ia good business to see that 
not a drop is wasted in cooking 
and then to look around for foods 
that require little or no oil in 
their preparation. Serving some 
of the old time salads will help 
to achieve this goal, and the 
chances are the family will be de- 
lighted with their appearance. 
Grandmother added salt and pep- 
per, a little sugar and vinegar to 
sliced crisp cabbage, lettuce and 
cucumbers and tomatoes and 
turned out salad that no one 
frowned upon. Almost always she 
threw in for good measure a wee 
bit of very finely chopped onion 
with a remark that this small 
amount weuldn’t be noticed and it 
would bring out all the good fla- 
vor in whatever vegetables were 
used. 

Pickled Beets and Oonons. 

Cook beets until tender. Peel 
and slice one-eighth inch thick, 
measure. Add half this measure 
of Bermuda onions sliced very 
thinly to beets, Sprinkle lightly 
with salt. Heat to boiling enough 
sugar and cider or tarragon vine- 
gar (half as much sugar as vine- 
gar) to cover them; pour over 
beets and onions and let stand at 
least an hour, or until cold, be- 
fore serving. If a apicy salad is 
desired, add any desired spices to 
the vinegar while heating (such 
as whole cloves, stick cinnamon, 
allspice, whole biack peppers, 
etc.). One medium bunch of beets 
and two medium onions make five 
servings. 

Note: Diced pickled beets with 
sliced chilled green pepper or 
diced cucumbers or celery make 
a good salad combination. 

Sour Cream Salad Dressing. 

One egg yolk, two teaspoons 
vinegar, one half teaspoon dry 
mustard, four teaspoons sugar, 
one fourth teaspoon salt, pepper 
to suit taste, one half cup sour 
cream, 

Beat egg yolk in top of double 
boiler until thick, stir in the vin- 
egar, mustard, sugar and season- 
ings. Place over simmering wat- 
er and cook with constant stirring 
until slightly thickened, Cool and 
stir in sour cream, Chill thor- 
oughly before serving. Serve with 
any shredded cabbage or other 
shredded vegetable salad mix- 
tures. Makes two thirds cup.

HE frigid topmost North is 
T known as the “Arctic.” An un-

Why In It Called the “Arctic?” 
titude is figuratively described as 
“arctic.” But intrinsically the 
word “arctic” has noting to do 
with extreme cold—nor with arcs 
which are drawn around a globe. 
The name “Arctic” antedates 
“arc” when used in the nomen- 
clature of measurement in the 
acience of astronomy. 


“Arctic,” which comes to us by 
way of the Old French, stems 
from the Greek word arktos 
meaning bear. 

The original allusion was to the 
chief constellation in the northern 
sky, fancied by the ancient Greeks 
to be in the shape of a bear and 
so named by them. Since this 
constellation encircles the North 
Star, it is easily understandable 
how the region was called, in 
English, “Arctic.” The earliest re- 
corded use of the term was by 
Chaucer, in “A Treatise on the 
Astrolabe,” which circulated about 
1391. The astrolabe is an instru- 
ment formerly used in astronomy. 

With the addition of the Latin 
(from the Greek) prefix anti 
meaning “against” there was 
formed “antarctic” for the region 


on the opposite extreme of the 


i globe.

NEW YORK, MONDAY. 

OR several days now, the chief 
F  neadiines in the papers have 

been held by John L. Lewis 
and his threats against the Gov- 
ernment, Curiously enough, what 
he says rarely stresses the one 
point which I think is important 
~—namely, that the conditions un- 
der which the miners today are 
working may need to be charged. 
He insists that there must be a 
strike, but one has the feeling 
that it is not because every effort 
to better the miners’ condition 
has failed, but because Mr, Lewis 
wishes to show his power. 


There was a time, a long while 
ago, when I thought Mr. Lewis 
one of the best labor leaders in 
the country. I thought he cared 
about the men in the mines. I 
know that the reason he has kept 
his hold over them is because they 
thought he cared. They knew 
that, at the time when they 
needed help, he was the only per- 
son who got them even the slight- 
est consideration, I remember 
what they were in the early ‘30s, 
in the black days of the depres- 
sion. I have always had respect 
for the work they do and a desire 
to see all possible improvements 
made in their working and living 
conditions, 


The miners still trust Mr, Lewis, 
and the long-distant past would 
justify that trust. But a nearer 
view makes one begin to wonder. 
For a long time now, it has 
seemed that John L. Lewis and 
those immediately around him 
feel that they rule an empire. The 
people who make up that empire 
seem to be there mainly to serve 
a lust for power which seems 
practically insatiable. No one 
could read Mr. Lewis's last letter 
without being struck by its ar- 
—— 

A strike in the coal mines will 


mean the stopping of hundreds of 
industries — industries which are 


necessary to the rebuilding of the 
economy in our own country and 
in the world. 


I cannot help wondering which 
of two things Mr. Lewis is trying 
to achieve. Number one—in he ex- 
pecting recognition from the Re- 
publican Party if they should win 
in 19487 Has he entered into an 
understanding with the owners of 
the mines whereby, if he breaks 
the contract with the Government, 
he hopes to force the return of the 
mines to the owners and then to 
make a better contract with the 
owners? This would make him a 
great figure in labor. The Repub- 
lican Party and the industrial lead- 
ers might feel that they had some 
one whom they could safely place 
in power, because he would be 
amenable to their interests in the 
long run, even though he might 
ask enough for labor to hold his 
power over them, That power the 
practical Republican’ leadership 
knows is essential, 

The only other alternative, of 
course, is that he does not realize 
how much resentment a strike in 
an essential industry is going to 
cause on top of the other strikes 
which have only just been settled. 
It is just possible that what he tis 


doing now may lead to a demand | 


in our country for the nationaliza- 
tion of the coal industry as a basic 
utility which the people them- 
selves must control. 


I would be sympathetic with a 
plea for better conditions, but I 
cannot help believing that; at the 
moment, we have to subordinate 
ourselves to the paramount inter- 
est of getting our economy run- 
ning full blast. How can the peo- 
ple of devastated countries hope 
to succeed in this if we don't suc- 
ceed?

Never a Dull Moment in Her Life | 
New York Woman's Full-Time Job Is to Answer Questions From Children

At a parent, it’s your privilege 

to give little Johnny the brush- 

off when he asks you if a fish 
can swim in gasoline. You can 
say you're too busy to be bothered 
when he wants to know if a lion 
can climb a tree, or tell him to 
run out and play when he comes 
up with that query as to who 
made God, But young and pretty 
Laura Bankhead, director of the 
information service of The Book 
of Knowledge, largest selling chil- 
dren's encyclopedia in the world, 
does not have a parent's privilege 
of handing out the old runaround. 
It's her job to see that little 
Johnny's questions get answered, 
in full, in good faith and in terms 
that can be absorbed by his eager 
little mind. 

“It may not be good child psy- 
chology for parents to give their 
young ones the old go-out-and-play 
pitch, but sometimes I wish I 
could do just that,” laughs the 
good-natured Laura. “Talk about 
questions to exasperate the ex- 
perts, Today I got a letter from 
a kid who wanted to know how a 
mama kangaroo cleans her pouch 
and another frodm a boy who 
wanted an argument settled about 
how many atoms can sit on the tip 
of a human hair.” 

With every set of The Book of 
Knowledge, the Grolier Society, 
which publishes thig children’s en- 
cyclopedia, gives 100 coupons 
which entitle the owners of the 
volumes to reports on any subjects 
in which they happen to be inter- 
ested. There is no time limit on 
the use of the coupons and Miss 
Bankhead has traced many a 
child's progress through school as 
his letters come in year after year. 

Some of the greatest stumpers, 
she says, are from the youngest 
correspondents. 

Take, for instance, the question: 
“Who made God?” The letter that 
asked that question was written 
in what was very obviously a very 
young hand and the answer had 
to be gauged to that very young 
mind. Here was Miss Bankhead’s 
answer: “The world is full of won- 
derful things that we know very 
little-about. We have so much to 
learn. All grown-ups have so much 
to learn; and some day, we may 
know who made God. But, no one 
knows now who made God, That
